Public Is Aroused 


D e f y i n g public sentiment, with utter disregard for the laws 
and human life, Iwnk banditry continues to flourish in the N orth­ 
west* and to .such an extent that despite drastic efforts In’in f m.atle 
to counteract its progress, insurance companies have more than 
trebled their rates to banks in this area for protection attains* 
bandit robbery, says the Commercial West. 
Hut public sentiment i< aroused against bank banditry and 
the public is something bank bandit# cannot buck successfully. 
Witness the hanttintt at Kansas City recently of two bandits who 
robbed a bank and murdered a policeman, and the shooting to 
death of two more l>ank bandits at (Jlencross, South Dakota, when 
they robbed the State Hank of that city—-plucky work, by the way. 
on the part of Cashier P. J. Schirber of the (Jlencross bank, who 
riddled the robbers with shotttun slugs, and on the; part of his 
wife who was victim of tin* holdup. 
A few* more doses of this kind of medicine for bank raiders 
should serve as a wholesome deterrent upon the outbreak that has 
marked recent weeks in the Northwest. 
Meanwhile the state bankers* organisations of (lie Northwest 
are taking active steps to encourage protective measures against 
raiders. S h erifs have taken up the battle and are organising and 
equipping posses. Communities are making their own plans for 
protection and apprehension, not only in tile m atter of arm ing 
peace officers and citizens, but some have gone further and are 
posting rewards for the capture of bandits. Most of the bankers’ 
associations have also posted rewards. 
This is a healthful trend of the public mind. It should lead 
to the enactment of laws af forthcoming sessions of our various 
legislatures providing fern the establishment of state constab­ 
ularies. Such indies, well armed, well equipped and well drilled 
are the only real answ er to the depredations of hank bandits or 
any other outlaws. It is quite patent that our present policing 
system, though doing everything in its power, is inadequate never­ 
theless and the outbreak of banditry that has flared up with such 
intensity recently needs some such strong arm of the law as a 
state constabulary to insure its subjugation.

W h e n we got shut of the Civil w ar we were pretty well fed 
up on fighting, and heavily in debt, says the Detroit News. Hut in 
1898 we had paid most of the Civil w ar bill, and we took on a war 
with Spain, which gained us a lot of expensive obligations in Porto 
Rico and the Philippines, and another handsome bill in debt m d 
pensions. Nineteen years later we leaped into the {European con- 
ifiCt, out of which we got nothing but an enormous debt increase 
and another bill for care of the form er service men. 
Senator Wesley L. .Jones of W ashington bas figured up our 
w ar bill for this year. Our annual payment for past wars, present 
defense and future wars am ounts to tile tidy total of $2,831,825,- 
962, or 70 per cent of our entire appropriations excluding that 
part of the postal appropriation th a t is earned by postoffice reve 
lilies. If it were not for w ars past and future, the national bill to 
the taxpayers would In* about $1,200,000,000 instead of $1,000,- 
000,000— $IO apiece instead of $83. 
If we could only set' where we have gained anything bv this 
prodigal outlay in the past, or anything We are likely to gain by 
the money we are going to throw into cruisers and subm arines 
and airplane carriers and ordnance in the future, we might fee l 
better about this enormous bill. As it is, we can only read in it 
the folly of our lenders and the ineptitude of those who argue that 
arm ing to the teeth is “ insurance” against calamity that such in­ 
surance has never failed to hasten- -with an afterm ath of huge 
ponalies after the “ insurance** has I ie en proved futile.

. T otal aw ards for concrete pavements for this year in the 
U nited States passed the 100,000,000 square yard m ark August 
2, according to Wm. M. Kinney, general manager of the Portland 
Cem ent Association. This mark was reached three weeks ahead 
o f last year and the total was greater than that of any previous 
year. Mr. Kinney declares that this is in response to the urgent 
need for more m otoring space and that it expresses confidence in 
A m erican economic conditions. 
Of the total aw ards 77,700,000 square yards are for concrete 
roads, and 23,000,000 square yards for streets and alleys. August 
2 of last year concrete road aw ards totalled 62,190,(100 square 
y ard s and in the record year of 1928, 62,400,000 square yards. 
The 1930 road total of this date, is therefore, over 15,000,000 
square yards ahead of last year and the record breaking year 
of 1928.

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Public Is Aroused 


D efy in g public sentiment, with utter disregard for the laws 
and human life, bank banditry continues to flourish in the North­ 
west, and to such an extent that despite drastic efforts being rn,ade 
to counteract its progress, insurance companies have more than 
trebled their rates to banks in this area for protection against 
bandit robbery, says the Commercial West. 
But public sentiment is aroused against bank banditry and 
the public is something bank bandits cannot buck successfully. 
Witness the hanging at Kansas City recently of two bandits who 
robbed a bank and murdered a policeman, and the shooting to 
death of two more bank bandits at Glencross, South Dakota, when 
they robbed the State Bank of that city— plucky work, by the way, 
on the part of Cashier P. J. Schirber of (he Glencross bank, who 
riddled the robbers with shotgun slugs, and on the part of his 
wife who was victim of the holdup. 
A few more doses of this kind of medicine for bank raiders 
should serve as a wholesome deterrent upon the outbreak that has 
marked recent weeks in the Northwest. 
Meanwhile the state bankers’ organizations of the Northwest 
are taking active steps to encourage protective measures against 
raiders. Sheriffs have taken up the battle and are organizing and 
equipping posses. Communities are making their own plans for 
protection and apprehension, not only in the matter of arming 
peace officers and citizens, but some have gone further and are 
posting rewards for the capture of bandits. Most of the bankers’ 
associations have also posted rewards. 
This is a healthful trend of the public mind. Tt should lead 
to the enactment of laws at forthcoming sessions of our various 
legislatures providing for the establishment of state constab­ 
ularies. Such bodies, well armed, well equipped and well drilled 
are the only real answer to the depredations of bank bandits or 
any other outlaws. It is quite patent that our present policing 
system, though doing everything in its power, is inadequate never­ 
theless and the outbreak of banditry that has flared up with such 
intensity recently needs some such strong arm of the law as a 
state constabulary to insure its subjugation.

Our War Hill 


W h e n we got shut of the Civil war we were pretty well fed 
up on fighting, and heavily in debt, says the Detroit News. But in 
1898 we had paid most of the Civil war bill, and we took on a war 
with Spain, which gained us a lot of expensive obligations in Porto 
Rico and the Philippines, and another handsome bill in debt and 
pensions. Nineteen years later we leaped into the European con­ 
flict, out of which we got nothing but an enormous debt increase 
and another bill for care of the former service men. 
Senator Wesley L. Jones of Washington has figured up our 
war bill for this year. Our annual payment for past wars, present 
defense and future wars amounts to the tidy total of $2,831,825,- 
962, or 70 per cent of our entire appropriations excluding that 
part of the postal appropriation that is earned by postoffice rove 
lines. If it were not for wars past and future, the national bill to 
the taxpayers would be about $ 1,200,OOO,OOO instead of $ 4 ,0 0 0 ,- 
000,000—$10 apiece instead of $83. 
lf we could only see where we have gained anything by this 
prodigal outlay in the past, or anything we are likely tq gain by 
the money we are going to throw into cruisers and submarines 
and airplane carriers and ordnance in the future, we might find 
better about this enormous bill. As it is, we can only read in it 
the folly of our lenders and the ineptitude of those who argue that 
arming to the teeth is “insurance” against calamity that such in­ 
surance has never failed to hasten— with an aftermath of huge 
pcnalies after the “insurance” has been proved futile.

This mark was roached three weeks ahead 
of last year and the total was greater than that of any p r e v io u s 
year. Mr. Kinney declares that this is in response to the urgent 
need for more motoring space and that it expresses confidence in 
American economic conditions.
